GENERAL  DIRECTIONS. 
This  cantata  may  be  given  simply  or  elaborately,  as  desired 

The  choruses  may  be  sung  by  any  number  of  children  av  ailable.  A  small  group 
is  sufficient,  while  no  number  that  the  stage  accommodates  is  too  great. 

Costumes  are  not  necessary,  although  white  dresses  for  the  girls  are  desirable. 

The  cantata  may  be  performed  entirely  by  children  and  an  adult  quartette.  The 
choruses  may,  however,  be  supplemented  by  adults  who  remain  in  the  background 
and  are  properly  costumed  when  the  rest  are  in  costume. 

When  there  are  less  than  44  girls  for  the  Song  of  the  States  (No.  9)  substitute 
the  following  lines  for  the  first  two : 

Oh !  we  are  sisters  strong  and  true . 
Our  flag  the  same  red,  white  and  blue, 
United  we  must,  etc. 

In  the  simplest  production,  when  the  stage  is  large  enough,  all  the  singers  may  be 
seated  upon  it  throughout  the  performance;  otherwise,  the  adult  chorus  (if  any)  may 
be  seated  off  the  stage  at  the  sides. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  DRAMATIC  REPRESENTATION. 

The  stage  may  be  set  in  a  variety  of  ways  :  As  an  out-of-door  scene  with  forest 
or  landscape,  or  as  an  interior  with  any  pleasing  surroundings.  It  will  be  a  conveni- 
ence to  have  seats  arranged  for  at  least  a  part  of  the  chorus.  These  may  be  used 
at  suitable  times  for  the  larger  children,  the  smaller  sitting  on  ground  or  floor  in 
front.    In  a  forest  scene  there  might  be  a  hill,  rocks,  logs,  etc.,  with  grass  in  front. 

When  no  scenery  is  used,  let  the  background  be  in  a  solid  color,  as  this  will 
heighten  the  effect  of  the  costumes.  A  dark  maroon  or  deep  green  background  may 
have  the  upper  part  of  the  stage  draped  with  two  large  flags  held  by  a  gilc  eagle,  but 
a  number  of  flags,  shields  or  emblems,  either  as  background  or  in  front,  will  detract 
from  the  picture  effect  of  the  whole.  Such  decorations  may  be  effectively  used  to 
ornament  the  hall. 
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COSTUMES. 


The  following  directions  are  tor  production  of  the  cantata  with  fullest  effect 
Excellent  results  may  be  secured  without  costumes;  or  those  described  may  be 
modified  &s  much  or  as  little  as  desired. 

Father  Time:  White  Roman  toga;  red  skullcap;  long  white  hair  and  beard. 

Uncle  Sam:  Dark  blue  or  black  swallow-tailed  coat  with  high  rolling  collar  and 
pointed  lapels ;  white,  close-fitting  pantaloons,  open  at  the  side  and  fitted  below  the  knee 
for  wearing  inside  boots;  high  top  boots  with  tassels  in  front ;  buff  vest,  single  breasted, 
cut  low,  with  gilt  buttons ;  ruffled  shirt  front  with  high  pointed  collar  that  does  not  meet 
by  several  inches;  black  or  white  cravat,  wide  and  full,  tied  with  a  "pudding,"  as  it 
was  called  ;  light  colored  high  hat,  bell  crowned,  of  felted  fur. 
The  ideal  Uncle  Sam  has  a  smooth  face. 

Columbia  :  White  Greek  dress  ;  carries  in  right  hand  8  ft.  flag  on  pole  8  ft.  long. 
The  flag  serves  as  drapery,  is  brought  behind  her  and  under  the  left  arm  and  fastened 
on  right  hip  or  below.    Coronet  with  stars. 

Liberty  :  Full  white  skirt ;  silver  cuirass ;  red  liberty  cap  with  silver  eagle  in 
front ;  carries  pole  surmounted  by  silver  eagle. 

Flag  Girl  :  (One  of  the  large  girls  of  the  chorus  to  act  as  leader.)  She  may  wear 
a  white  dress  like  the  chorus  girls  ;  or,  red  skirt,  short  and  full ;  long  tan  gaiters  with 
brass  buttons  ;  blue  cutaway  jacket  with  brass  buttons  ;  full  white  blouse  waist ;  black 
velvet  cap  with  visor  and  brass  buttons  ;  carries  a  good  sized  flag  perhaps  3  ft.  long. 

The  States:  (44)  16  in  red;  15  in  blue;  13  (smallest  girls)  in  white.  Full 
scirt  and  waist ;  puffed  sleeves  ;  full  belt ;  cap  to  match  dress  ;  with  gold  star  on  front. 

Chorus  Girls  :  White  dresses  made  like  those  of  states  ;  w  hite  mob  caps. 

Chorus  Boys  :  Colonial  costume.  Dark  blue  coat  with  brass  buttons ;  tails 
turned  back  and  faced  with  nankeen  (light  tan)  color;  cream  white  knee  breeches  , 
white  stockings,  red  garter  and  rosette  on  left  leg ;  low  shoes  with  buckles  ;  cocked  hat. 

Reds  and  blues  must  always  be  the  flag  shades  except  when  dark  blue  is  specified. 

PRACTICAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

Dresses  may  be  made  of  crape  paper  basted  over  a  white  or  light  dress  and  sewed 
by  machine  with  a  long,  loose  stitch ;  or  of  cotton  crepon,  crape  cheese  cloth  or  any 
of  the  various  inexpensive  fabrics  to  be  found  in  dry  goods  stores. 

Boys'  Costumes:  Foundation  for  coat  may  be  made  by  cutting  coat-tails  from 
old  material  and  sewing  to  a  jacket,  covering  the  whole  with  dark  blue  crape  paper 
or  cloth.  Coat-tails  may  be  omitted,  as  knee  breeches  and  cocked  hat  are  sufficiently 
distinguishing.    Cover  the  hat  with  black  canton  flannel,  soft  side  out. 

The  Butterick  Pattern  Co,  21 1  Wabash  ave.,  Chicago,  issues  a  catalogue  of  Special 
Patterns.  In  it  are  found  a  "  George  Washington  "  and  a  "  Continental  *'  costume, 
either  of  which  is  suitable  for  the  boys. 

It  also  contains  pattern  for  a  "  Roman  Toga  and  Tunic  "  suitable  for  Father  Time  ; 
several  antique  stvles  that  would  serve  Columbia,  notably  the  "  Helen  of  Troy  "  dress ; 
and  a  "  Hermione  "  Costume  that  Liberty  might  use,  although  the  dress  described  in 
the  list  of  costumes  is  more  effective.  Liberty's  Cuirass  may  be  made  of  silver  cloth 
or  metal.  Wigs,  cuirass,  and  costumes  may  be  bought  or  hired  of  any  theatrical 
cosUi  ner.  or  of  Mrs.  Louise  Hagemann,  147  E.  Randolph  st,  Chicago.

NOTES. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  soloists  always  face  the  audience  and  stand  at  front 
01  stage.  Further  action,  when  not  made  plain  by  the  requirements  of  the  music,  is 
suggested  at  suitable  points  in  the  score. 

No.  11,"  Where  is  Uncle  Sam  ?  "  may  be  sung  by  girls  when  there  are  not  enough 
boys  to  make  it  effective. 

When  there  is  a  good  chorus  of  boys,  they  may  sing  No.  20,  Anvil  Song,  and 
No.  22,  Plow-boy  Song,  but  for  both  of  these  a  certain  volume  of  tone  should  1  e  insuied. 

A  pennant  must  be  provided  for  the  Flag  Girl  to  fasten  to  Liberty's  pole  during 
No  o.  The  Flag  Girl  is  introduced  that  her  action  may  represent  that  of  the  children 
whc  are  apt  to  be  unwieldy  without  a  leader. 

The  necessity  for  having  all  blues  and  reds,  the  shades  used  in  flags,  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasized.  This  does  not  apply  to  the  very  dark  blue  coats  of  Uncle 
Sam  and  the  boys,  which  will  not  conflict  with  the  bright  flag  blue. 

The  action  of  the  piece  may  be  outlined  thus  : 

Curtain  rises  and  prelude  begins.  During  the  prelude  the  children  enter  by  twos, 
the  flag  girl  leading.  There  may  be  a  serpentine  march,  which  may  finish  as  the 
opening  chorus  begins,  or  may  continue  throughout  the  singing  of  the  first  verse.  At 
the  close  of  No.  1,  the  children  will  gather  a  little  at  one  side,  leaving  the  othei  for 
Father  Time  when  he  comes  on.    The  adults  (if  any)  remain  in  the  background. 

During  No.  6.  Father  Time  may  walk  slowly  across  the  stage  once  or  twice,  then 
stand  at  one  corner  of  the  stage. 

Those  who  sing  No.  7  will  make  a  group  opposite  Father  Time,  who  makes  his 
exit  at  the  close  of  this  number.  The  singers  of  No.  8  occupy  the  center;  and  for 
No.  9  those  in  red  will  stand  on  the  right  and  those  in  blue  on  the  left. 

During  the  singing  of  "  Oh,  welcome  Liberty,  welcome,"  the  flag  girl  fastens  a 
pennant  on  Liberty's  pole. 

During  No.  10  the  chorus  sit.    At  the  close,  exit  Liberty. 

For  No.  11  Boys  (or  those  who  sing  it)  rise.  With  the  words  "  Here  he  comes." 
enter  Uncle  Sam.  Exit  Uncle  Sam  at  the  close  of  No.  12.  The  chorus  rises  for  No. 
13  and  Columbia  enters  as  they  begin  to  sing.  It  may  be  well  for  her  to  walk  slowly 
back  and  forth  across  stage,  pausing  at  each  corner,  during  the  chorus.  Exit  Colum- 
bia after  No.  14.  For  No.  15  the  children  should  be  divided  into  three  sections,  and 
each  section  in  turn  should  be  at  the  front  and  salute  as  a  verse  begins.  The  flag 
girl  remains  at  the  center  in  front.  The  salute  may  be  given  by  kneeling,  by  bowing,  by 
waving  of  handkerchiefs  or  by  the  military  salute.    At  the  close  of  No.  1 5  the  chorus  sit. 

Another  plan  for  No.  15  is  to  have  the  children  sing  "  We  follow  our  beautiful 
flag"  instead  of  "Salute  we,"  etc.  In  this  case  a  picturesque  march,  the  flag  girl 
leading,  should  be  devised. 

After  No.  16  the  members  of  the  quartet  may  retire  except  when  needed  for  their 
songs,  either  leaving  the  stage  or  taking  an  inconspicuous  place  in  tne  background. 
For  No.  18  the  chorus  should  rise  and  advance:  after  that  they  may  remain  seated 
to  No.  27,  excepting  the  semi-chorus  No.  26  and  possibly  Nos.  20  and  22.  The  chorus 
will  sit  again  daring  Nos.  30  to  34.  For  34  all  rise  and  idvanoe  It  mav  be  well  *o 
provide  ail  the  children  with  small  flags  to  wave  at  the  rinale.
